T is no more reasonable to blame the Catholic Church for the high state of 
illiteracy in some countries, because her religion is the predominant one, 
than it is to hold the Protestant churches responsible for the greater illit- 
eracy of our own South because they predominate in all the states where 
illiteracy is high. In fact, it is lessiunreasonable to make the latter charge, 
since the government of the s Catholic countries is hostile to all re- 
ligion, while the governments of our southern states is friendly to Pro- 
testantism. , 

According to the latest report of the United States Commissioner of Education, 
fully one-half ef the colored children of the south are not in school at all, Forty per 
cent of the negro population of the United States is Protestant, and an additional 35 
percent is claimed, by the Methodists and Baptists principally, aS occasional attendants 
at Protestant churches. Less than 2 per cent of the colored population of the United 
States is Catholic.

Four years ago more than 100,000 white children in Alabama did not attend 
school; for every 48 white children in school there were 52 out of school the entire term. 
In Mississippi only $9.30 was spent per child for education against $52.15 in the state 
of New York; North Carolina spent $12.31 against $61.39 in New Jersey ; South Caro- 
lina spent $12.80 against $69.62 in North Dakota. 

Irish immigrants 100 years ago were often called “Ignorant Irish.” But was the 
Catholic Church to blame?

When all is said and done the widespread discussion of 
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the need for religious education in addition to, if not in con- 
junction with, secular instruction, narrows down to an 
admission of the great fact, so long tacitly denied by so many, 
that “man doth not live by bread alone.” This or that indi- 
vidual man may or may not be “incurably religious’, but 
mankind in the mass is certainly endowed with a thirst not 
alone for learning, but for God. The complaint of secular 
educators that their system, elaborste, expensive, modern as 
it is, has failed to build character, is nothing more than a 
negative restatement of the dictum of St. Augustine: “We 
were made for Thee, O God, and out of Thee all is restless 
and unquiet.” More than this, the outspoken sense of the 
lack of moral results in secular education is in a way a recog- 
nition of the old teaching that man has a fallen nature which 
is “prone to evil as the sparks fly upward” and which, with- 
out strong assistance from outside himself, will inevitably 
tend to viciousness. There has never been discovered a cure 
for man’s evil propensities aside from the moral teaching and 
sanctions of religion. “Right for right’s sake” sounds very 
well in a lecture on naturalistic ethics, but thus far it has 
failed to work out in the practice of the godless multitude. 
“Honesty is the best policy”, but it is a policy seldom pursued 
for its own sake. To know the wisdom of men, the lore of 
books, the intricacies of science, all these are good in them- 
selves, but such knowledge never yet made a complete man, 
and if it produced a good man it was not because it set out 
to do so: the relation was not that of cause and effect. 

And it is goodness, what we call character, that the world 
wants today. Not only in business life, but in the professions, 
in civic life, and most of all in the home, the cry is for men 
and women of character, integrity, high ideals, devotion to 
the right—all of them things which the purely secular educa- 
tion of the day knows it cannot give, and so wisely refrains 
from trying to teach. Public education in America leaves 
these things to the churches and the home. And we must not 
blame the public school if the churches and the home have 
not successfully completed.the partial curriculum of the 
school. In such a congeries of varying religious affiliations, 
and no affiliations at all, the results «-vhich now fill our edu- 
cators with consternation were inevitable. And it would 
seem that under the circumstances and restrictions of our 
public school system there can be no adequate remedy inas- 
much as the only real cure for the evils of the day is admit- 
tediy the teaching to the young people of definite ethical prin- 
ciples which can only be grounded upon and find their sanc- 
tion in religious precept. 

This being the case, and the~ non-Catholic experts in 
education furnish the ground for regarding it as a fact, it 
remains for the various religious bodies to bestir themselves 
in behalf of their young people, lest the present unrest and 
lack of ethical standards among them grow into a national 
menace, if indeed it has not already become such. Only one 
religious body that we know anything about has made any 
serious attempt to cope with the situation, and to give to its 
‘ising generation an ethical and moral training equal in ex- 
cellence to the secular education offered in its thousands of 
schools. And for its pains it is continually pilloried by the 
very same public which admits its own failure to deal with a 
crucial situation. Religious people are agreed that secular 
education without réligious instruction cannot and dees not 
produce the sterling righteousness demanded by society. Yet 
it is these same religious people who most object to the Cath- 
olic Church maintaining its own schools in order to realize 
that ideal for its people, Non-Catholics are very outspoken in 
their criticism of the public school system (as shown by the 
frequent quotations in these columns) not as regards the 
secular instruction offered, but in its lack of adequate moral 
and ethical teaching. It must be that “actions speak louder 
than words” that the-quiet withdrawal of Catholic children 
to schools under thé atigpices of the Church, where the ad- 
mitted lack can be and is supplied at some expense to the 
Catholic constituen¢y,’ calls forth such diatribes and gives 
rise to such calumnies as the anti-Catholic press teema with. 

It is all very well to recognize a need, and to cry for a 
remedy, but is it not a trifle inconsistent to vilify the only 
people who are, on any scale at all, trying to meet that need 
and apply the remedy, for taking seriously to heart what all 
must admit is a serious matter 

Meanwhile the Catholic Church goes calmly on building 
and maintaining schools and colleges in increasing numbers 
and of acknowledged excellence. In other words the Catholic 
Church backs its theory with a practica which costs its mem- 
bers more per capita for education than other citizens have 
to pay. Certainly this is a test of sincerity and integrity of 
purpose.
